1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails 
to disclose the nonwoven web comprising bicomponent fibers having a treatment 
chemistry disposed within one segment of the bicomponent fibers. The prior art of 
record also fails to disclose the treatment chemistry applied to opposed side wings or 
the peripheral region of the article, and not the central region.
